New York "Bimi" Reported to H«v» 


Gone Back to Occupation 


That Pays Little. 


In all New York the "bliui" haa 


doubtless the humblest profession. 
Without capital or skill, he" has long 
followed hi* career with niore or less 
profit. Years ago, he was a familiar 
character throughout the city, but the 
war drove him from hi? accustomed 
haunts. 
With the increase In build- 


ing activities throughout New York he 
Is once more appearing in considerable 
number*. 


The '"IMmi."' It may be necessary to 


explnln. to newcomers to the city. Is 
usually a. tramp or some .one reduced 
to \vnnt, who' collects wood from new 
building enterprises or from buildings 
being demolished, arid prepares and 
sells bundles of fire wood- The pro- 
fession requires no capital or skill! nor 
Indeed any tools. . The wood Is usually 
broken by the simple expedient of 
•mashing It to pieces with a flavins 
atone. 


Any "bimi" who would save from 


j his income and purchase H modern tool, 


like a hatchet or ;IXP, couitl greatly 
Increase his output, hut: such efficiency 
is not expected of the tribe of "Mmles." 
Hundreds of these men could be seen 
in vacant.lots In past years, laboriously 
and clumsily breaking up cast off tim- 
ber. -His product found a ready sale. 
The price by common consent for a 
bundle of such kindling in the past was 
10 cents, no more or less. Since the 
^war the income'of.the "bimi," like Hint 
'of so many other w.orKers, hnd taken a 
jump. The srime'product today com- 
mands a price of 20 cents.
